He is frequently referred 
to as the “Garbanza King of Sono- 
ra.” Obregon abhors fighting and 
has refused to accept the rank of 
major-general conferred on him by 
President Carranza. 

At the close of the war when the 
constitutional government was es- 
tablished Obregon retired to pri- 
vate life, later declining the post ofr 
Secretary of Army and ivy in the 
Carranza Cabinet. He as voted 
the rank of major-general, but re- 
fused in a long statement to the 
Senate in which he declared he had 
always been a civilian and had only 
taken up arms to defend the civil- 
lanes’ rights which were imperiled 
by Victoriano Huerta's usurpation 
of the Presidency through the as- 
sassination of Madero. Obregon 
declared that he detested militar- 
ism and did not have any fancy to- 
ward military honors.

Carranza’s. power in Mexico has 
been slowly, but surely, waning for 
many months, and no one realizes 
this more than does President Car- 
ranga, and he is leaving no atone 
unturned to secure as a successor 
someone whom he can control, and 
the majoritv of the people of Mex- 
leo are equally as anxious to see 


Tthat the next President of Mexico 


is one over whom Carranza has no 


control. 
POWER IS WANING. 

It is no secret in Mexico that 
Gen. Gonzales and Ambassador 
Bonillas are both as putty in the 
hands of the President, and this 
fact alone is enough to Insure the 


election of Obregon. 
As an evidence of the waning of 


Mexican Congress has recently an- 
nulled the power which Carranza 
has enjoyed ever since he launched 
his Plan de Guadalupe” in Cuatro 
Clenegas to overthrow Vietortano 
Huerta.

Carranza, however. made astront 
plea before the “Constituent As- 
sembly,” at Queretaro in 1917, ask- 
ing a free hand in hacendary mat- 
ters as well as in fixing export and 
import taxes, claiming that it was 
impossible for him to present a 
budget to Congress for its approval, 
while there was so much recon- 
struction and pacification, work at 
hand, and no correct or even ad- 
proximate estimate could be made 
of expenditures that would be nec- 
essary. His request was granted 
and it has been renewed every time 
a new Congress has been elected. 

It is chargéd now that Carranza 
has been using State money to 
further his own popularity. It is 
reported that he has spent money 
freely to secure the election, as 
Governors, of men friendly to him. 
and these violations of popular suf- 
frage have been so flagrant it is 
stated, that the people have grawn 
tired, and action has been taken to 
oust some of these Governors elect- 
ed by Carranza propaganda.

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RE PARENTS A FAILURE? 
Scholastic control of the health, hy- 
giene, manners, morals and dress of chil- 
dren is gradually spreading. Modern edu- 
cation is now deemed to include all these 
departments, and parental control seems 
to be waning, While official discipline is 
gaining slowly but surely in power. “Of- 
ficial education” obviously has a poer opin- 
ion of parents—parents once so all-power- 
ful and infallible. | 
We hear a great deal about innovations 
in the schools—about medical supervision, 
by which parents are notified of their im- 
mediate dyties anent hygiene and medical 


attention; about dress reforms and official 


edicts as to certain types of clothing; of 
various forms of compulsory education, as 
in the new ruling that young girls must 
take courses in home-keeping and mother 
hood. All over the country parents are de- 
ing called to order. Mothers’ centers for 
baby inspection and advice are being found- 
ed everywhere. 

Long Beach, for instance, has now un- 


dertaken to provide the graduating dresses 


for the girls, insisting upon uniformity and 
economy, no matter what the circumstances 
of the parents. Riverside recently held a 
stocking inquisition and put a ban on frisky 


patterns. A recent case in the courts in 


Los Angeles brought forth the fact that a 
teacher had been suspended chiefly because 
the blond hair and short dresses of her 
own three daughters were deemed immoral. 
Two years ago the Los Angeles schools 
initiated a system of supervising the home 
duties of children. Cards were provided 
upon which the parent was required to 
note exactly what “chores” children per- 
formed at home and how well they did 
them. 
These are but a few indications showing 
which way the wind ig blowing. Dozens 
more could be cited. Juvenile Court au- 
thorities invariably blame the parents for 
the delinquencies of their offspring. Arti- 
cles flood the magazines with advice to par 


1 ents on child-rearing and training. Didae- 


tie editorials by syndicated writers warn 
parents through the newspapers of their 
faults and failings. 

- Altogether, one way and another, mother 
and father are distinctly at a discount. 


Reproachful criticism and ‘stern advice 


meet them on all sides. 

But so far ma and pa seem to have taken 
the affront lying down. Parental protests 
are rare and far between. There has cer- 
tainly been no sign of organized resistance. 
Pven the Parent-Teacher Associations are 


largely under scholastic control and aid 


and abet the new attitude. 


What does this parental meekness im- 
ply? Surely all the parents are not preoe- 
cupied. with lost love suits, divorce pro- 
ceedings, will contests, murder trials, mil- 
lion-dollar drives and Japanese exclusion. 

Yet we of the older generation, who re- 
call the awful infallibility of mother and 
father, cannot but gasp at the humble ac- 
quiescence of the modern ma and pa under 
this barrage of indictment. Does con- 
science thus make cowards of them all or 
has the insidious change been so gradual 
that they do not recognize their lost influ- 
ence? 

Father’s laxity we can somewhat under 
stand. He always did leave a good deal to 
mother in these. matters. But what of 
mother, with her modern vote, her modern 
clubs, her modern political power, ber pleth- 
ora of attained rights, privileges, equal 
ties and superiorities? How comes she to 
rest meek and unprotesting against this 
insidious undermining of her family pres- 
tige? Is she really content to provide the 
baby and let the educational authorities do 
the rest?

Walnut Park, one of the notably 
attractive residential subdivisions 
suburban to Los Angeles, opens to 
public view today a model home, 
which, for uniqueness of design and 
general home-like arrangements, is 
likely to attract widespread atten- 
tion. Although the house is of en- 
tirely dissimilar design, being of the 
true Spanish type of architecture 
and reminiscent of the early South- 
ern California days, the idea of 
building the house as a public ex- 
hibit is similar to the “model bun- 
galow” plan inaugurated last year 
at Walnut Park by Victor Girard, 
who planned and opened this sub- 
division. 

The model colonial bungalow 
plan was suggested by the famous 
model-farm exhibit at the San Di- 
ego exposition, whereas the new 
Walnut Park exhibit is pureiy Span- 
ish in character. from the house de- 
sign itself to the interior furnish- 
ings. The house, containing seven 
rooms and bathroom, patio and in- 
closed garden, was designed by A. 
H. McCullough, in charge of the 
architectural afid construction work 
at Walnut Park. Every detail to 
make a complete and artistic home 
has been incorporated in the plan, 
which contains many features which 
especially appeal to the feminine 
taste. The house is connected with 
the garage by a high garden wall, 
inclosing the formal garden and giv- 
ing the desired seciusion to the ten- 


ant. The unusually attractive patio, 


one of the most striking features of 
the house arrangement, is also of the 


cloistered type and is entered from 


the street through an ornamental 


In ita center is a fountain, 
lms. 


REAL ADOBE BRICKS. 
Of especial interest is the build- 


ing construction. The basic mate- 
rial used ig cement, with the main 
walls of adove brick. These brick, 
made on the ground at Walnut Park 
by expert Mexican brick makers, 
were especially treated with water- 
proofing materials and then laid on 
a foundation of concrete. The white 
exterior, however, is of plaster. The 
thickness of the walls, together with 
the treatment given them, absolute- 
ly insures the dwelling against the 
effects either of moisture or of 
changes in temperature, according 
to Mr. Girard’s engineers. The in- 
terior wall finish is white plaster 
and the floors are hardwood. The 


life of this construction, Mr. Girard] 


explains, is virtually unlimited, ex- 
periments showing that it is abso- 
er impervious to fire and mois- 
ure 

The house is at Long Beach 
boulevard, the main — de- 
tween Los Angeles, Walnut Park and 
Long Beach, and California street, 
on a terraced site 100 by 130 feet. 
While complete figures are not yet 
available, it is estimated that the 
Construction cost will approximate 
the cost of a frame dwelling of simi- 
lar size and arrangement.

Ancient Mayan Architecture 
Features New Entrance. 


Idea is Credited to Dr. Hector 
Alliot, Late Director. 


BY HENRIETTA BOECKMAN. 

No longer will the visitors to the 
Southwest Museum need to make an 
arduous climb up the hill to the 
institution. Greeted with a uni- 
versal sigh of relief comes the an- 
nouncement that ‘within a few days 
the new , subway-entrance to the 
Southwest Museum will be opened 
to the public. Unitke any other 
in the world, this entrance, 300 
feet away from the museum and 100 
feet below its foundation, will be 
made doubly notable by reason of 
ite adaptation and duplication of 
Mayan architecture, 

This unique entrance was planned 
by Dr. Hector Alliot, late scientist 


um. It has been said that the 
long climb up the steep graded road 
to the museum hastened hig death. 
The entrance will now remain 
through the ages as a monument to 
Dr. Alliot’s memory, for even as 
the Mayas built a thousand years 
ago structures that are still stand- 
ing, so hag this entrance-subway 
been constructed to withstand the 
vicissitudes of time. Nearly 5000 
tons of concrete was used and al- 
most a year has been required in 
which to build it. Over $50,000 
will have been expended upon it | 
when the ornamentation has —— 
completed. This sum hae 

supplied by two benefactors of 1 2 
Southwest Museum of which Dr. 


Milbank Johnson is director, and 
Dr. John assistant di- 


rector. 

Led up to by a short stretch of 
prettily curving roadway. and 4 
walk, is the portal to the entrance. 
This portal is twenty-four feet 
across the face, sixteen feet high 
and twelve deep, and except for a 
small room at either inner side, it 
ie solid. . The subway, extending 
for 262% feet, end measuring eight 
feet wide and twelve feet high in 
the clear, leads to an 
waiting-room 18x12% feet and pro- 
portionately high. From this is 
entered the elevator shaft, 108% 
feet deep or high, and with 7x9 feet 
of floor space, which leads to the 
front center of the museum direct- 
ly overhead. The tunnel walls vary 
in thickness from nine to twenty 
inches and come together in peaked 
effect overhead in typical Mayan 
style. The corner pillars of the 
shaft are uniformly eighteen inches 
square and the walls nine inches 
thick.

They were wonder- 
ful mathematicians, their astronom- 
ical calculations were exact enough 
to tally with ours, and they were 
learned in history and medicine. 
The Mayas developed an architec- 
ture essentially their own, an archi- 
tecture of balance and beauty such 
never-ceasing marvel.

Miss Margueriet Tew. who has 
been engaged to do the sculptoring 
ot the Mayan models to be placed 
in the subway, has efitered into the 
spirit of her work exactly as if she 
were a Maya. All of the sculptor- 
ing for the portal ts now completed. 
The motif for this portal se 
cured from the nunnery, de 
Monjas, standing in excellent pres- 
ervation at the great Mayan city, 
Chichen-Itza in Yucatan. du ser- 
pents form the main design of the 
museum portal. This motif is seen 
everywhere in Mayan art, since the 
serpent formed an important factor 
in the religious and civil life of this 
people. 

The Mayans built their blocks of 
stone farther outward at each in- 

level and covered the gap 
at the top with « single stone. 

The subway roof, which is of this 
type, will be supported fifty 
sculptored pilasters, each five and 
three-quarter feet tall. These 
pilasters will alternate between 
niches and bas-reliefs.

Emphasizing the 
striking color scheme ot the en- 
tranceway will be a system of con- 
cealed indirect. lighting to give a | 
daylight effect. The Maya often 
painted their floors a brilliant terra 
cotta and this color will be utilised 
on the subway floor.

Palms, 
hundreds of year old, make this point 
@ veritable oasis in the great Colo- 
rado desert. Aside from scenic 
beauty, the ganyon has an interest- 
ing history. It was visited first by 
white men in January 1774 At 
that time Capt. Juan Bautista de 
Anza set forth from Tubac Mission, 
Arizona, for Monterey, California 
with Indian guides, who took him 
along the approximate route where 
the ocean to ocean highway is be- 
ing constructed today. 

EARLY HISTORY. 
Anza Was accom led by Padre 
Garces. established the route 
later used all travelers from 
Southern Arizona into California. 
The most notable layever point on 
the whole route after leaving Yuma 
was Palm about a mile from 
now reac y the county 
road from Banning. 
‘ACcording to legend, some of the 
Padres wandered up the valley 
southeast of Palm Springs and fer- 
lowing the stream, planted the seed 
which have since marked 
canyons as the native habitat of the 
fan palm. It is claimed by others that 
these palms, which scientists des- 
cribe.as a separate and distinct gpec- 
les because of the peculiar threads 
which the edges of the fronds carry, 
nated in thie desert area. This 
claim is somewhat substantiated by 
ithe fact that similar palms can- 
not be found elsewhere in the world.

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Germs and Serums. i 


N THE November and December nusabevs, 
Physical Culture (New York) published 
a symposium on the subject “Do Germs 

Cause Disease? My contribution to the 
gymposium—which appeared in the Decem- 

der number—was as follows: 

“Germs” do not cause disease. They do 
not appear until disease has established it- 
self. Dr. Alexander M. Ross, Fellow of the 
Royal Society of England. member of the 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Que- 
bec and Ontario, Professor of Hygiene and 
Sanitation at the St. Louis Hygienic College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, vice-president 
of the Association of Hygienists of America, 
member of the British, French and Ameri- 
ean Association for the Advancement of Sci- 
ence, Ste., etc., has written: | 

I charge that they have encouraged su- 
perstition and humbug by the germ theory 
of disease, I do not question the existence 
of infinitesimal micro-organisms; but they 
are the result, not the cause of disease. 
They are scavengers; their legitimate work 
is to clean out the sewers of our bodies. 
| Whenever there is decay, pus or decomposi- 
tion, these little lifesavers are loing their 
work of neutralization, sanitation and puri- 
fication. They feast upon effete and decay- 
ing matter. They are beneficial helpers to 
an important end.” 

The germ theory of disease was intro- 
duced and popularized by Virchow, a Ger- 
man chemist. Yet Virchow, before he died, 
told one of his students that if he lived, he 
would devote his life to refuting the germ 
theory, and to showing that germs are an 
effect, not a cause of disease. 

Why, then, is the theory still preached 
and practiced’ 

Because its abandonment would plaee the 
Medical fraternity in an unpleasant and even 
- fidiculous position. 

Under medical supervision. scores of per- 
sons have subjected themselves to the most 
severe testse—swallowing germs of the most 
deadly diseases, rubbing them into their 
throats, and inhaling them, and no harm 
has resulted. For obvious reasons, publica- 
tions owned or controlled by the melical 
Profession have ignored these proofs. 

A person whose blood is free of waste mat- 
ter can no more “catch” disease than you 
eas grow wheat on a cement sidewalk. If 
there are cracks and dirt, wheat may sprout 
and flourish, in proportion to the amount of 
dirt. So with disease. 

By proper alimentation and elimination, 
through rational diet and physica] culture, 
you may render yourself immune to all dis- 
ease. 

The germ theory is a dangerous and harm- 
ful medical fad. that will before long pass 
away, but not until it has done incalculable 
harm to the human race. 

In the “Philosophy of Health,” J. H. Til- 
den, M.D., writes: 

“The question may be asked, for it is cer- 
tainly pertinent: ‘Why do most regular 
physicians believe in the germ theory? It is 
mot reasonable to believe that they are all 
dishonest; neither are they fools.’ 

“Indeed not. I hope I am incapable of 
coming to such an egotistical opinion re- 
garding physicians. I certainly do not wish 
the reader to believe that I mean to convey 
the thought that physicians generally are 
Runa ves or fools; for I do not believe any- 

of this kind? When 1 use the word 
‘quack,’ I mean that many are unconscious 
quacks. For example: If a surgeon had the 
operating craze developed to the extent of 
compelling him to see an operable appendi- 
citis in every case d discomfort in the 
lower bowels, he is an unconscious quack.

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DECIDING ON BREEDS 


FOR SMALL FLOCKS. 


A Small flock of hens can be kept with 
profit by many city dwellers who have a 
back yard. Even as few as eight or ten 
hens should produce eggs enough, when 
used economically, for a family of four or 
five persons throughout the year, except the 
molting period. | 7 
Householders usually desire not only eggs 
for the table and for cooking, but also an 
occasional chicken to eat. For this reason 
one of the general-purpose breeds, such as 
Plymouth Rock, Wyandotte, Rhode Island 
Red, or Orpington, is preferable to the 
smaller egg breeds, such as the Leghorns. 
Not only do the mature fowls of these 
breeds, because of their larger size, make 
better table fowls than the Leghorns, but 
the young chickens for the same reason 
make better fryers and roasters, whereas 
chickens of the egg breeds are suitable only 
smaller broilers. 
| general-purpose breeds are also 
“broody” breeds, the hens making good 
sitters and mothers, which is a decided ad- 
vantage when it is desired to hatch and raise 
chickens, since the hens of the egg breeds 
_e, seldom go broody' and are in any event 
rather Unreliable sitters and mothers. If, 
~~ Jpowever, the production of eggs outweighs 
- the desire for an occasional table fowl, the 
lighter egg breeds undoubtedly will be found 
better, because they lay as many eggs and 
do so on less feed, with the result that they 
roduce the eggs more cheaply. It is by 
means advisable to keep some pure- 
breed or variety. Where this is done, sales 
at a profitable figure can often be made of 
breeding stock intended for market, or of 
eges for hatching. 


LAMP SEPARATES THE 
- BAD FROM GOOD EGGS. 


A good, fresh egg should have a small 
air space. The yolk should not be very 
distinct. There should be no black spots 
or rings. Sometimes the eggshell has fine 
cracks in it. This is commonly known as a 
“check” egg, and should not be shipped with 
first-quality eggs. It spoils very quickly. 
Blood rings are partially incubated eggs, 
Which show a distinct ring of blood on the 
yolk. They are unfit for food and should 
be rejected. Cause: A fertile egg in which 
the development of the germ has proceeded 
until blood has formed and the embryo has 

died. Ring formation is not present while 

the embryo is alive, although blood spots or 

¥ may show. 
oldy eggs have black spots that show 
only before the candle. They are unfit for 
food. Cause: Field nests or wet nests, 
holding eggs-in a damp place, or washing 
them. Dampness allows mold spores to 
; enter the pores of the shell and grow inside. 

Black rots look more or less black before 

e candle and are unfit for food. Cause: 

chick, accompanied by bacterial decom- 
position, or extensive growth of mold and 
bacteria inside of the shell. 

Mixed rots, white rots. or addled eggs 
when turned over before the candle show the 
yolk more or less mixed with the white. 
They are unfit for food. Cause: Bacterial de- 
composition usually following advanced 
staleness. 

Stuck yolk eggs have yolks apparently 
stuck to the shell. They are unfit for food. 
Cause: In hot weather, when fertile. eggs 
are kept without turning, the yolk may rise 
through the white and become attached to 
the shell membrane. In cool weather the 
yolk may settle in the shell and become fas- 
tened to the shell membrane. 

Heated eggs before the candle will show 
dark, heavy yolks, easily movable and with 
a distinct reddish glow. Cause: Egg is fer- 
tile and -has been exposed to temperatures 
which start chick development. If tempera- 
tere is high enough and sufficient time 
elapses, development will continue until the 
embryo and blood form. “
